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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Application 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of a response, which was dated on August 29, 2006. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 34-36 were pending. Applicants amended claims 34 and 35. No claims were 
added or canceled. Therefore, claims 34-36 are currently pending and examined on the merits. 

3. In addition, the Examiner reiterates that all previous species elections have been 
withdrawn in view of the fact that that the art search was extended to all species and no prior art 
was found that anticipates or renders obvious the instant claims in accordance with MPEP § 
803.02. In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d

Withdrawn Rejections 

4. All previous rejections are withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendments to claims 34 
and 35 and in further view of Table D showing where support for the claimed protecting groups 
can be found in the specification (e.g., see 8/29/06 Response). 
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Reasons for Allowance 

5. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest Applicants' claimed compounds. 
Although cyclic RGD peptides were known in the art (e.g., see Samanen et al. "Development of 
a Small RGD Peptide Fibrinogen Receptor Antagonist with Potent Antiaggregatory Activity in 
Vitro" J. Med. Chem. 1991, 34, 31 14-3125, especially Table 2; see also Kessler et al, "Design of 
Superactive and Selective integrin receptor antagonists containing the RGD sequence", Letters in 
Peptide Science 1995, 2, 155-160, figure 1, IDS 6/14/06 IDS, reference CA), the use of 
Applicants' claimed "tether" in such compounds is novel and unobvious. Therefore, claims 34- 
36 (renumbered 1-3) are allowed.
